The fiscal ysar has ended with Inaa- 
clal restrita a abado beyond gsaetal ex- 

poctatioDs and the new war tax be» 
gins to increase revenue, not seriously 
disturbing business in any line. No 
reason yet appeara to apprehend that 
the war rcTenve will ffell tMltm ex- 
pectations. 

Criticism of crop estimates Is the 
lesa needful because the best authori- 
ties all agree that supplies for the 
coming year proayao to graally' ex- 
ceed home requirements and a full ex- 
port demand, though for a month or 
two yet Europe oMF NfVll* tnch 
more thaa usual. 

This will help to sustain the market 
while the earlier receipts are coming 
forward and prices will then be de- 
termined largely by tho outlook for 
crops abroad which la not as yet en- 
tiraly encouragiag. 

It is not enough to dismiss the iron 
industry with the bold statement that 
it Is using up more iron, even at the 
slowest po*nt of the year, than ever 
before. It la getUng bigger domeatlc 
contracts for agricultural ImplaaMOts 
and car materials and also for struct- 
ural work, than in any previous yea,r, 
btit especially for plates, the demand 
for which anita OTerruns the capacity 
of all the wwka, and not mainly on 
government account.
